An  Act  io  amend  *AetVIIIof  1870  (an  Act  for  the  prevention  of  the  murder  of 
Female  Infants)  as  to  the  Presidency  ol  Bombay. 


Whesias  it  is  expedient  to  amend  as  to  the  Preaidenny  of  TWnhty^  in  manner 
hereinafter  appearing,  *Act  VIII  of  1870  of  the  Governor  General  of  India  in 
Council ; And  whereas  the  previous  sanction  of  the  Governor  General  required 
V section  5 of  the  Indian  Councils  Act,  1892,  has  been  obtained  for  the  [.aiming 
of  this  Act ; It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows : 


1.  [Application  of  accumulated  Funds  collected  under  Act  VIII  of  1870.]  Ceased 
to  have  effect  under  ike  Adaptation  of  Indian  Laws  Order  in  Council. 


2.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  section  7 of  ‘Act  VIII  of  J870,  the  Comraence- 
said  Act  shall  be  deemed  to  extend,  and  from  the  21st  December  1870  to  have“5*'rf  A«* 
extended,  t<  the  Presidency  of  Bombay.  h^Bombay0
